REPORT ON THE 75 MILLION CAMPAIGN 
The 75 Million Campaign launched by Southern Baptists at 


the Convention in Atlanta, and by far the most comprehensive 
and massive undertaking projected by any religious body in modern 
times, has been carried successfully through its initial stages. 
The program as outlined called for a five year budget of $75,000,000 
to be underwritten in.cash and pledges the first week in December. 
This was largely oversubscibed during Victory week. The total 
subscriptions, cash and credits as reported by the Campaign Com- 
mission to the Southern Baptist Convention in Washington amount- 


ed to $92,630,923. 
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In this campaign the demonination budgeted its work and for 
the first time in its history went before the churches with a well- 
thought out program of needs. Careful surveys hed been made 
of all the interests fostered by Southern Baptists and after mich 
thought and prayer the amount to be raised was apportioned 
among the various objects participating: 

These objects with the amounts they were to receive out of the 
75 Million Campaign are as follows: 


Foreign Missions $20,000,000 
Home Missions 12,000,000 
State Missions * 1,000,000 
Christian Education 20,000,000 
Hospitals 4,875,000 


Orphanages 4,586,000 
Ministerial Relief 2,500,000

Mississippi was apportioned $3,500,000 of the $75,000,000 to 
be raised. This amount was subscribed the first day of Victory 
Week and before the close of the week the subscriptions had 
amounted to $4, 209,585. We paid during the first year of the 
campaign $862,196, being one of only two states which paid more 
than one-fifth of their pledge the first year. 

We call especial attention to the importance of completing 
the task begun. We have affirmed that we would put into the 
treasury of the Lord for denominational purposes over $800,000 
a year. We must keep our promise. We have underwritten in 
faith, we must redeem in cash. 

~We make the following recommendations: 

1, That every church keep an accurate account with every 
subscriber to this fund, carrying forward from year to year the 


total amount pledged and the total amount paid on the pledge. 


To do this we suggest that a separate treasurer be elected 
for this fund and that he be instructed to secure each year a 
record book for keeping the accounts with the members. Also 
that special envelopes be secured and given to the members if 
desired. : 

3. That all remittances for amounts to be included in this 
fund be sent to Dr. J B Lawrence, Cor. Sec’y. of the State Con- 
vention Board, Jackson, Miss., each month, so that the church 
oa get credit on the books kept at the Jackson Headquarters 
Office. 


4. That church treasurers send out statements to subscribers 
showing the, amount of subscription, amount of payments and 
amount due if any regularly, at least each quarter, 

5. That all new members coming into the churchs be asked 
to make a pledge to this fund, and all persons who have not made 
a pledge be solicited for a cash contribution each quarter, and 
that they be urged to give an average of as much as other mem- 
bers of the church are giving.

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REPORT ON BAPTIST HOSPITAL 
Memphis, Tenn. 


A year ago our Baptist Memorial Hospital rejoiced in the 
prospect of some $300,000 from the $75,000,000 Campaign from 
Tennessee. Today it has in cash and pledges over $1,300,000. 
This was brought about by our good friend Mr. A E Jennings 
asking the Executive Board, of the Tennessee Baptist Convention, 
to make the gift from the Campaign a half million dollars, on 
condition that he would stand responsible for the like sum. This 
was agreed to, owing to the gift of Mr. Will Dockery to build the 
Nurse’s Home as a memorial to his wife and Mr. Jennings’ lib- 
eral gift. $650,000 came from the Campaign and Memphis last 
March, made their gift $712,000. 

The training school for nurses will be delightfully housed in 
the new Dockery Home. There will be room for one hundred and 
seventy-five pupils in the school and they will all be needed when 
the full four hundred and fifty beds of the completed hospital 
are in service, which ought to be accomplished within the next 
very few months. 

It is hoped that this association will furnish a number of 
young women, who will be glad to enter this noble and much 
needed service. Any young woman who might be interested may 
write Miss Archer, Supt. of the Nurses Baptist Memorial Hos- 
pital, Memphis, Tenn. 

Last year was the largest in service in the history of the Insti- 
tution, seven thousand eight hundred and fifty-eight were admitted, 
one thousand two hundred and fourty-eight of whom were treated 
free of charge, the business amounted to $287,050.57, of this 
amount $36,688.84 was. for charity, by states, two thousand one 
hundred and eighty-three patients were from Mississippi; thirty’- 
eigth hundred and eighty-two were from Tennessee; seven hundred 


and fifty-one from Arkansas and one thousand and forty-two from 
other states.

REPORT ON BAPTIST HOSPITAL 
Jackson, Miss. 

Our hospital at this place is filling a long felt want amongst 
our people, through it we are carrying on a part of the work of 
our Savior, who went about teaching, preaching and healing, healed 
by a word or by touch, we heal through the skill of our physicians 
and the administration of our Nurses. Our physicians here are 
not only of the best skilled, but are very thorough and painstaking 
in their work. 

We now have about twenty young ladies of the highest type, 
who are in training for nurses and who will graduate after three 
years of hard work and study. ; 

The necessary attention is always given to the religous side 
of life, both amongst the patients and employees. One evening 
each week is given to Bible study and Prayer with the employees. 

This year has been a good year in every way, from January 
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to August, six hundred and nine patients had come and gone from 
the hospital. Of this number seventy-five were charity and only 
six of this large number died. The income from the patients 
during thas time was a little the rise of $21,000, this about met all 
the expenses, including a little more than $2,000 devoted to charity. 
The charity patients get the same treatment, except that they 
occupy the wards. 

The hospital authorities bought the Swep Taylor residence 
on the corner of the same lot on which the hospital stands for 
a nurse home, it cost$13,500 and the adjacent lot $1,500, making 
in all $15,000, this furnishes a very nice home, also a gool real 
estate investment. 

An addition is also being made to the hospital, which will 
double its capacity, if we will all meet our obligations, this addi- 
tion will be amply taken care of through the 75 million fund, from 
which we have an annual income of $24,733.33, this addition calls 
for new furniture and new equipment in general, especially an 
X-Ray machine which has been promised by one of our generous 
brethern as soon as this addition is completed. 

Brother M K Thornton, who was pastor at Starksville for 
such a long while, has been elected Superintendent, and we feel 
ure that he will make good as a superintendent of this hospital, 
as he did as a pastor.

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REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS 


Evangelism is the key word. Our State work comprises all 
denominational programs and the 75 Million Campaign and 1s 
laid out on a basis of $150,000, the work being done as follows: 

1 CHURCH EXTENSION. We are assisting with, $28,000, 
120 churches to pay their pastors. We are helping to build 37 
houses of worship appropriating $31,170, 12 of these churches 
were blown away ‘by, the cyclone last spring. 

2 ENLISTMENT AND ASSOCIATIONAL WORK. We have 
6 general enlistment missionaries, one in each of six districts, and 
18 associational missionaries. They are evangelists, teachers, pas- 
tors, helpers, church counsellors. 

3 SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. This work has been very 
successful. Bro J E Byrd, Sunday School Secretary is assisted 
by Rev S C Posey and Miss Minnie. Brown. Besides regular ap- 
pointments and institutes in local churches, they have conducted 
35 county normals and given 58 diplomas and awards. 

4 WORK OF THE W M U. Miss M M Lackey, Cor. Sec. 
and Miss Fannie Traylor, Young People’s leader, have made real 
achievements. Three women from the training school have becn 
teaching the W M U Manual in the county normals, 143 certificates 
have been given. : 

5 BY P U.: Brother Auber J. Wilds, Field Sec., has been 
making splendid progress. A number of County B Y P U con- 
ventions have been organized, individual engagements and institutes 
held and classes at encampments and in County Conventions taught. 

6 PREACHER SCHOOLS. Six preacher schools were held 
last March, respectively at Hattiesburg, Brookhaven, Louisville, 
New -Albany, Water Valley and Shelby. Real and lasting good 
was accomplished. 

7 PUBLICATIONS. We have our Baptist Record and tract 
department. We have a large stock of denominational tracts 
dealing with doctrines and ordinances and work of our Baptist 
people. Any individual can get them for the asking. 

8 EDUCATIONAL MISSION WORK. Rev. Norris Palmer 
is a Student Secretary elected to work among the boys and girls 
at our State Schools. ae ? 

9 WORK AMONG NEGROES AND INDIANS. | We are hold- 
ing Bible Institutes for the Negroe preachers and assisting to pay 
a field missionary. We help pay the theological professor at Jack- 
son College. We have a full-fledged Indian missionary working 
among the Choctaws. In this we co-operate with the Home Mission 
Board. ‘ 

10 EVANGELISTIC CAMPAIGN. 1600 churches planned for 
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1920 meetings. Up to Sept. 1, 558 churches reported 7068 additions. 


This is a great achievement. The Lord be praised.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS 

Baptists are now standing on the threshold of a new day in 
Foreign Missions. The churches at home and abroad are encour- 
aged. The 6834 members received by baptism last year is the 
largest number of members ever received on our foreign fields in 
one year. We now have a membership of 57,438 in 542 churches. 
More than one half of these churches own their own places of 
worship individually or in connection with the Foreign Mission 
Board of the Southern Baptist Convention. 

It is astonishing how these foreign Baptists have learned 
how to give. Last year they contributed $242,460. Their ver 
capita last year was $4.22 while the per capita of Southern Bap- 
tists was only $6.19. Following the 75 Million Campaign in 
America, more than a million dollars were pledged by our foreign 
churches. 

The crisis of the 75 Million Campaign has arrived. Our pledges 
have been made, they must be paid. $850,000 are due annually. 
Nearly 1-2 of this year is gong and only $106,000 have been paid. 
This is an amazing challenge to ‘our faithfulness. Many failed a 
year ago to make pledges who are now ready to pledge. There 
should be a great roll call day in every church in the next two 
months that every pledge might be paid up to date and every mem- 
ber shown the importance of keeping up to date and every member 
who has not pledged be given an opportunity of pledging for the 
rest of the 5 year period. Let our slogan be, “I am not a slacker 
at home while my brother is at the front.” 

This is a great day for enlargement and conquest for Baptists. 
We have now 341 foreign missionaries and 979 native missionaries. 
The daily papers report that our Foreign Mission Board is to serul 
out 100 more foreign missionaries this year. A great forward 
movement. 

In the foreign fields we have 836 Sunday Schools with 47,672 
scholars enrolled. This is 83% of the number representing the 
church membership. In the same comparison, we have but 70% in 
the Southern Baptist Convention. 

Education is a great arm of power for the church in the for- 
eign field. We have 554 schools all told. These schools afford a 
great opportunity for our missionary effort and many are saved 
and unite with our churches' from them. We have 10 Theological 
Seminaries with 345 students. < 

We have 14 medical missionaries who gave 205.098 treatments 
last year. They preached the gospel to hundreds of these patients. 
This work opens the door to homes which otherwise could never 
be eached, many are saved and added to the churches. 

These are some of the forces under God by which our work 
grows. Let us “press toward the mark of the prize of the high 
calling of God in Christ Jesus’ that “the whole earth shall be filled 
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with the knowledge of the glory of God as the waters cover 
the seas,” :

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS 


The foundations of America are fundamentally religious, and 
the only spirit which mey be trusted adequately tto safeguard them 
is that of Christian patriotism. 

Following the World War and in the midst of Reconstruction 
problems, thousands of our people have made a new dedication of 
themselves to this Christian Americanism, and in no section more 
than the South, where the largest proportion of native Americans 
reside. They propose to wafeguard American liberties by safe- 
guarding that faith which alone made these liberties possible, and 
to keep lighted in America a beacon of liberty which shall shine 
out across the seas to cheer and bless people who grope in dark- 
ness. 

Christian Americanism is the work of Home Missions, which 
by bringing men to Christ, creates that righteousness that exalteth 
a nation. Our Baptist Home Mission Board is the out-standinz 
agency of Southern Baptists for making America Christian. It 
has a great record of successful service, but is now entering on a 
time of even larger opportunity and need. 

In 1919 the missionaries of our Board baptised one convert 
for every three received into our churches. Regularly they bap- 
tize from twenty to twenty-five percent as many converts as the 
entire number who enter our churches. For fifteen years its 
Evangelists have averaged 450 baptisms per year per worker, a 
record far out-stripping that of any other similar agency. Its 
systems of Mountain Schools is larger than any other and is the 
acknowledged standard in adaptability. Its Enlistment work is 
rapidly bringing a more adequate standard of spiritual instruction 
and effectiveness in hundreds of churches. Its Church Etension 
work has grown froni infancy to lusty .strength in a period of 
only a few years. 

Recently the Board also far surpassed its own fine record. 
Within the last seven years of its history ‘of seventy-five years 
its missionaries have baptised 94.5 percent as many converts as 
were baptised in the first sixty-eight years. 

In soul-winning and nation-serving; in teaching the truth of 
Christ and conserving it; in building Christians up and maturing 
for the State the type of character that makes our Republic great, 
and in the end, must save it from disintegration, our Board has 
been wonderfully used of God. 

Every loyal Baptist will rejoice in the admirable efforts of 
our Board to meet the crucial needs of these days by enlarging its 
work. At its Annual Meeting in Atlanta in June, after long and 
painstaking efforts to reduce the appropriations as far as possible, 
the brethern of the Board found that $2,900,000 was necessary for 
the work of the present year. Even with this appropriation, it 
had to decline many worthy appeals to enter wide open doors. 
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We « erd our Poard for its faith and vision in grappling 
the stuper tasks that now confront us and in believing that our 
people will respond to such leadership. We /recommend that con- 
t pray be made tor the board, for its missionaries and 
or its work, and that we. give it large and sustained support 
through our gifts to the 75 Million Campaign. 

We commend to our people the admirable Mission Study 

f the Board, throuch which a true view is presented of 
tems we confront, and recommend that pastors, sup 
: ission Society leaders and others write often for 
large and splendid assortment of free tracts about its work 
ind the needs, which our Board gladly furnishes on request.

REPORT ON WOMAN’S WORK 

The past year has revealed to the world the strength of our 
Raptist people. It has also witnessed a wonderful growth ir 
Woman’s Work throughout the whole Southern Baptist territory. 

Never in the life of our organized work have we had more 
cause for thanksgiving and rejoicing in difficulties overcome and 
ereat things accomplished, than at this the Second Annual Meet- 
ing of the Woman's Missionary Union of Clarke County Association. 

The 75 Million Campaign stimulated our 7 al and energy, in- 
creased our knowledge and devotion, and the Lord greatly blessed 
our efforts. The women were apportioned one fifth of the 75 Mil- 
lions to be raised by Southern Baptists during the coming five 
years, but before May 1920, the campaign pledges of the women 
had crown to almost twenty two and one half millions of dollars. 

During the last convention year a cash and, box total of 
nearly two and one half. millions of dollars was given by our 
Union: Mississippi W M U giving almost one hundred forty-two 
and one half thousand dollars of this amount. The financial report 
of the WM U of Clarke County Association shows a total of 
$4,862.27, for the past associational year, which is an increase of 
$3,106.63 over last year. 

Our growth in organizations has failed to keep step with our 
growth in gifts; only two new societies having been organized, but 
the Superintendent has endeavored to prepare the soil and create 
an atmosphere conducive to growth before setting out the young 
plants. With this in view and the desire to keep in touch and 
strengthen those societies already organized, one hundred and six 
letters have been written and eight trips and talks have been made. 
A desire for more information has led many of our women to take 
up Mission Study. Three societies have reported the study of 
one book during the past associational year. The study of Stew- 
ardship has caused an increased number of Tithens; ten have 
signed the stewardship cards. 

Every one of the nine reporting societias has seemed more 

interested in the work, been more prompt in reporting. to the Sup- 
erintendent each quarter, and njade larger gifts than ever in the 
past. 
The real object of all missionary endeavor is the winning of 
souks, yet personal work for souls around us never enters into the 
plans of many of our missionary societies. However, we are glad 
to say that last May at our annual meeting in Washington, D. C.. 
Soul Winning was. given a place among our W M U ideals and 
talks on Soul Winning by Dr. E Y Mullins, has been named as 
one of our Mission Study books. 

We make the following recommendations: 

1 That a Mission Study Class be organized and a Personai 
Service Chairman be appointed by each W M U President. 
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2 That more assistance be given our Young Pe 
In organizing and fostering the Auxiliaries,

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL RELIEF 


Your committee on Ministeria] Relief begs to submit the fol- 
lowing: - 


We believe that the minister, who has come 


tirement or who, for any reason, has become disabled, is in every 
way worthy of our sympathy, prayer and financial support. The 
same is true of their widows and orphan children. These men and 
women were faithful to God and His cause in the midst of the 
£reatest sacrifices in laying the foundation for the work of Christ 
in this state, and surely they should receive our hearty support 
in their declining years. Other Christian Organizations are far 
ahead of us in this department of work and in the discharge of 
this Christian obligation. Even railroads and some other business 
and worldly institutions care for their old and faithful employees. 
We should not only strive to emulate these, but we should furnish 
our old heroes of the faith, the Support they so richly deserve. 
The new Relief and Annuity Board of the S. B. Convention, 
which is located at Dallas, Texas, has taken over the work for- 
merly done in our State, and is Succeeding well. The stipends 
paid the Mississippi beneficiaries have been increased 45 per cent 
Since the Relief and Annuity Board took over the work. The bene- 
ficiaries are now being paid by-monthly instead of quarterly, as 
formerly, and are recciving from $12 to $18 per month. 
This Board, besides Providing a Relief Fund, has established 
also an Annuity Fund. This Fund “mbodies a contributory pen- 
sion idea, rmits minist. ns, by making regular annual, 


quarterly payments, to provide in part for their 
own day, and disability. For the minister who has become dis- 
abled, at any time after becoming a 


time member of the fund, the plan 
Trovides a disability annuity benefit. It is well worth while 


to his day of re- 
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for all our brethern in the ministery to investigate this Annuity 
Fund, and see if it will not be of wisdom on their part to thus 
look after the future of his own house hold.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


The supreme task of the Sunday School is to teach the Word 
of God. When the “Word” is rightly taught the result will be 
two-fold; The lost will be bréught to know the Savior, and the 
saved will be taught how to serve, which is the supreme task in 
the Christian life. (Eph. 2-10) 

As a means to this end, several things need to be considered: 

1 ORGANIZATION—Organization is very vital, no school 
can do its best work until it is well organized, with wide-awake, 
agvressive officers. The church should see to it that the school 
is put on the road to success by electing officers who will give 
time and study to the school. 

2 TRAINED TEACHERS—The task set for the school is 
to teach. We cannot teach what we do not know, therefore it is 
absolutely necessary to have teachers who are trained. Each 
church must face this question. The last command is to make 
diciples and then teach. It is an obligation that no church should 
treat lightly. 

Each church should arrange for annual training echool and 
then send the officers and teachers to the Sunday School County 
Normals held each year by our State mission Board and Sunday 
School Board under the direction of the Sunday School Secretary; 
and send workers to our Sunday School Convention and Summer 
Assemblies. 

3 ENLISTMENT—We should feel our responsibility to all 
the people in our cummunity and undertake, in a seriows way, to 
bring them into our school. 

4 REPORTS—We should see to it that our schools are 
correctly reported in the letter to the Association, giving full en- 
rollment, officers and statistics asked for in the letter form. 

We want to urge the clerks of the Associations to get a full 
report from every church, if they can poss‘bly do so, before the 
minutes are printed. Then have a table printed in the minutes 
specially for Sunday School statistics, tabulating the statistics 
given in the Associational letters. By all means give names and 
addresses of the Superintendent and Secretary.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE AND PROHIBITION 
On January 16th 1920 we reached our “Ultimatum”—Consti- 
tutional Prohibition. It has been unanimously declared constitu- 
tional by the courts. The federal government will be able to re- 
duce the illicit distilling of “White Lightning.” Public sentiment 
is constantly growing stronger for prohibition; the majority of 
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officials who were at least cold to prohibition, if not openly opposed 


to it, are now not only not hostile, or indifferent but warmly en 


thusiastic. A country that put over a measure like national pro- 
hibition ought to receive the moral support of all law abiding 
citizens, 

Prohibition has not caused unemployment even among em- 
ployees of breweries and they are quite satisfied. Arrests have 
been cut down not only for minor but also for the more serious 
crimes, from 25 to 75 per cent; alcoholic wards in the hospitals 
are being closed for lack of patients; jails are being turned into 
boarding houses. The Keely Institution at Dwight, IIl., has sold 
out to the War Department. The sale of candy has. increased 
with wonderful strides: more people own homes than ever before. 
Education is on a boom. More people are accepting Christ as 
their personal Savior. The fate of prohibition in America rests 
upon the evangelical christians of America; they must cast their 
votes this year for “Dry Congressmen.” The wets have declared 
their determination to elect a wet congress. They have unlimited 
funds to draw upon, and should they succeed they will change 
the Volstead Acts, and they claim that beer and wine will again 
deluge the country. If they succeed crime, misery and drunken- 
ness will again flourish under the return of “Booze.” Whiskey too, 
will have its turn, far who ever heard of liquor men obeying the 
law? Ninety per-cent of the liquor and beer interests are of 
foreign parentage. 

Lets have world prohibition by 1930. We urge and insist upon 
all enfranchised citizens to report to the local officers and to W. 
Colvin Wells, Jackson, Miss., all cases of “Blind Tigers” and illicit 
stills, the selling of anything for beverage purposes with alcoholic 
content enough to produce intoxication, and also the violation of 
the Sabbath by many durg stores. It is so common that even 
the officers assist them by patronizing them.

That, each church in this Association be urged to send dele- 
gates to this meeting and use the form letter, filling out in full, 
said form to be sent each church by the clerk of the Association. 

That, the churches adopt the “Budget Plan” for financing 
their church finances and subscribe their full quota to the 75 
Million Fund. 

That, the Association express our heartfelt appreciation and 
thanks to the church and community of Union for the most: hos- 
pital manner in which they have entertained the Association during 
it sessions. 

Resolved further, that the clerk of the Association be instruct- 
ed to have four hundred copies of the minutes printed and distrib- 
uted among the churches of the Association at as early date as 
possible, and the clerk be allowed the sum of $25 for his services.

CONSTITUTION

Baptist Association.

Article 3° Members ofthe Association may be of ‘three classes 
—delegates, pastors of churches holding membership in the Asso- 
ciation, and messengers. The finst and second class only shall have 
the right to vote and to produce evidence of their appointment by 
the church which they propose to represent before being entitled to 
Seats. 

Article 4 Each church belonging to the Association shall be 
entitled to two delegates until its membership shall exceed fifty, 
and an additional delegate for each fifty thereafter, or fraction 
thereof; provided, that the ministers who are members of any such 
churches but supply other pulpits, may be appointed as additional 
delegates above the regular quota. 

Article 5 This Association shall have only the power of an 
advisory council, and shall in no wise infringe upon the rights or 
independence of the churches. 

Article 6 No queries shall be cosidered by the Association 
unless regularly sent up through the churches, nor shall difficulties 
between the churches be discussed until other methods of settle- 
ment have been tried without avail. 

Article 7 The Association shall meet annually, as may be 
agreed upon; and after enrolling the names of the delegates, pro- 
ceed by ballot to the election of the Moderator, and Clerk who 
shall be ex-officio Treasurer of the Association. 

Article 8 The duties of the various’ officers shall be similar 


to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Parliamentary Manual 
shall be the basis of all decisions of order.
